Report of the ANS Library Fund [Nov 22, 1892-March 16, 1896]: Belden’s term as Librarian 

ANS Treasurer’s Report [Mar. 16] 

Prof. George P. Garrison reports of a collection of coins donated to the University of Texas by S.M. 
Swenson, of NYC, containing nearly 3,500 ancient coins and 200 medals, from the 16" century to 
the present. As there is no expert in numismatics at the University, the collection has been placed in 
Garrison’s care, and he is attempting to make a rough catalogue of the medals. He hopes some 
(foreign) coin catalogues can be sent him for comparison. [Mar. 16] See Also: Sturgis’ letter to 
Belden on this topic [April 4]; and Garrison’s response, [June 9], appreciative of assistance 

James L. Tooker encloses proof of a medal “exhumed near [Perth Amboy, NJ],” struck in honor of 
the capture of Cape Breton and Louisburg from the French by Admiral Boscarven, on July 26, 1758, 
wanting to know its value [Mar. 25] 

Kunz discusses with Belden his thoughts on the Report of the Join Ctte. on U.S. Coinage {Mar. 27] 
Kunz reports that he tried to arrange a lecture by Mr. Hibbard of Washington presenting a geological 
standpoint on coinage, but he refused, suggesting that Mr. Eckels, Comptroller of the Currency, 
would be a better candidate, as he is already giving a lecture on the geographical history of coinage 
[Mar. 30] 

Report of ANS Auditing Ctte. [Mar. 30]: The books of Charles Pryer as Treasuerer are correct. 
Victor David Brenner accepts his appointment to the ANS Ctte on Numismatics [Apr. 1]

F.A. Castle, Secretary of The Grolier Club, acknowledges receipt of the ANS’ gift of the Columbus 
medal [May] 

ANS Librarian’s Report [May 18]: First of Herbert Valentine 

ANS Curator’s Report [May 18] 

Heath wants to be sure that Belden, as the new ANS Secretary, will continue to send him the Minutes 
of the Society’s meetings, so he can publish them in “The Numismatist” [May 21] 

After the ANS sends a medal to the Naval War College, Storer is glad that in future, when the 
Society seeks to obtain a series of all the medals that have been struck by Congress, or by the U.S. 
Mint, this gift will be looked on favorably [June 1] 

Eduoard Frossard suggests that the ANS collect modern imitations (or counterfeits) of rare Colonial 
coins, for the object of comparison with the real coins [Jun. 6] 

Drowne to Zabriskie: Proposes that a Special Meeting should be called to mourn the death of Charles 
H. Wright: “Certainly no one has done more for the Society than Mr. Wright.” [Oct. 8] See Also: A 
similar letter, following, from Poillon to Belden [Oct. 13]: “I do not see how the Society will find so 
painstaking and faithful an officer to replace him.” 

ANS Librarian’s Report [Nov. 16] 

Zabriskie names the members of the ANS Grant Medal Ctte., formed to consider the subject of 
striking a medal in honor of the dedication of the Grant Monument [Nov. 18] 

Though Kunz is in favor, Drowne and the Exec. Ctte. are against the idea of having Eckels, as 
Comptroller of the Currency, come to lecture at the ANS, as he might be very disappointed with a 
turnout of 20 or less as an audience [Nov. 25] 

Samuel P. Avery does not have time to devote to “securing a series of papers on subjects germain to 
the interests of the Society (Numismatic)” [Nov. 26] 

Hiram Edmund Deats is unable to prepare a paper for the ANS, stating that he is already preparing 
papers for two other (philatelic) societies he is a member of [Nov. 27] 

Arthur H. Clark would like two copies of Low’s paper on “Observation on the Practice of 
Counterfeiting Coins and Medals,” which was read before the ANS on March 16, 1896 [Nov. 30] 
J.F.P. Lawton sends a folio of plates entitled “Sovereigns of France”, with gelatin illustrations made 
from medal casts in the museum of the Gorham Manufacturing Co. 

Storer must decline to submit another paper, as he already has a submitted paper awaiting publication 
by the ANS, on the subject of medals illustrating dental medicine, a topic he understands may be 
“unattractive to some” [Dec. 2] 

Zabriskie asks Belden, as Secretary, to return Storer’s paper to him without delay, for as it has never 
been read before the Society, it cannot be published as part of the ANS Proceedings [Dec. 21]
